The German steamer Wnetau at this 
port from Cavite reports that no ad­ 
vance had been made by the American 
forces.

The news of the destruction of Ad­ 
miral Cervera’s fleet at Santiago de 
Cuba was received at Manila on July 17 
and created consternation among the 
Spaniards.

It is expected 
that General Miles will wait at some 
appointed spot on the route for the ex­ 
peditions from Tampa, Newport News 
and New York to fall into his column. 
These expeditions are already under 
way, some of them with two or three 
days’ start of General Miles, so that the 
i delay should not be very great. After 
j all the difficulty about the naval con­ 
voy, and the first conclusion of the 
naval authorities that none was neces­ 
sary, the strength of that now fur­ 
nished is surprising. 
There is a battleship of the first-class, 
the Massachusetts, an effective pro­ 
tected cruiser, the Cincinnati, a speedy 
and well-armed gunboat, the Annapolis, 
and three vessels of the auxiliary navy, 
which have already proved by their 
performance in Cuban waters that they 
are fully equal to the ordinary gunboat 
in offensive power. 
These are the 
Gloucester, which distinguished herself 
in the destruction of Cervera’s squad­ 
ron, the Wasp, which has attained an 
enviable notoriety as a disturber of 
Spanish blockhouses, and the Leyden, 
which for a time was the sole represen­ 
tative of United States power in Ha­ 
vana harbor. 
Secretary Alger believes that General 
Miles, on the Yale, will arrive at hi* 
destination Sunday morning with 3,000 
men andor his immediate command. A 
day later will come 4,000 men on trans­ 
ports and the day following that 3,600 
more. 
W hether the landing wilt be de­ 
ferred until the arrival of this entire 
force or whether General Miles will 
take the initiative and hoist the flag 
Himself on Porto Rico soil is left to the 
discretion of that offioer. It is the de­ 
partment’s determination that he shall 
not lack for troops or eqnippment, and 
this first expedition may be followed by 
several others as fast as the troops can 
be gotten ready until word comes from 
the general that he needs no more. 
General Schwan’s brigade, compris­ 
ing the Fifth, the Eleventh and Nine­ 
teenth United States infantry, a splen­ 
did body of trained soldiers, sailed from 
Tampa yesterday to join Gneral Miles, 
and if the Porto Rican expedition is not 
an immediate success it will not be for 
lack of disposition in the war depart­ 
ment to supply every requisite.

Miles, leading the military expedition 
f gainst Porto Rico, started about 3

that the troops shall land. It is expected 
that General Miles will wait at some 
appointed spot on the route for the ex­ 
peditious from Tampa, Newport News 
and New York co fall into his oolumn. 
These expeditions are already under 
way, some of them with two or three 
days’ start of General Miles, so that the 
i delay should not be very great. 
After 
j all the difficnlty about the naval con­ 
voy, and the first conclusion of the 
naval authorities that none was neces­ 
sary, the strength of that now fur­ 
nished is surprising. 
There is a battleship of the first-class, 
the Massachusetts, an effective pro­ 
tected crniser, the Cincinnati, a speedy 
and well-armed gunboat, the Annapolis, 
and three vessels of the auxiliary navy, 
which have already proved by their 
performance in Cuban waters that they 
are fully equal to the ordinary gunboat 
in offensive power. 
These are the 
Gloucester, which distinguished herself 
in the destruction of Cervera’s squad­ 
ron, the Wasp, which has attained an 
enviable notoriety as a disturber of 
Spanish blockhouses, and the Leyden, 
which for a time was the sole represen­ 
tative of United States power in Ha­ 
vana harbor. 
Secretary Alger believes that Genera I 
Miles, on the Yale, will arrive at hit 
destination Sunday morning with 3,000 
men under his immediate command. A 
day later will come 4,000 men on trans­ 
ports and the day following that 3,500 
more. 
W hether the landing wilt be de­ 
ferred until the arrival of this entire 
force or whether General Miles will 
take the initiative and hoist the flag 
nimself on Porto Rico soil is left to the 
discretion of that officer. It is the de 
partment's determination that he shall 
not lack for troops or equippment, and 
this first expedition may be followed by 
several others as fast as the troops can 
be gotten ready until word comes from 
tile general that he needs no more. 
General Soh wan’s brigade, compris­ 
ing the Fifth, the Eleventh and Nine­ 
teenth United States infantry, a splen­ 
did body of trained soldiers, sailed from 
Tampa yesterday to join Gneral Miles, 
and if the Porto Rican expedition is not 
an immediate success it will not be for 
lack of disposition in the war depart­ 
ment to supply every requisite.

After receiving his discharge 
Rose came north as far as Matamoras, 
where he left his uniform and visited 
friends. 
Rose did not see any engagements bat 
said his regiment was fired upon while 
they were making a landing in Cuba, 
bat the United States fleet kept the 
Spaniards from doing them any dam­ 
age.

Neither the 
state nor navy departments look for 
any embarrassment from European 
quarters outside of Spain, as a result of 
Ute naval movement against the penin­ 
sula. 
During yesterday orders were 
sent to Norfolk to hurry forward work 
on the colliers which are to accompany 
the Watson expedition. 
Had the army troopships been able to 
go to Porto Rico without a naval con­ 
voy, the Watson squadron could have 
got away within the next few days, as 
the war board had wished to close all 
preliminaries by tomorrow. 
Secretary Long expressly says, how­ 
ever, that the delay of the Watson 
squadron is incident to convoying of 
the troops to Porto Rico and does not 
mean that the start will be postponed 
until the Porto Rico operations are con- 
chided.

The 
health of the regiment is good, there 
not being a single case of serious illness. 
The Eighth arrived jest too late for the 
land fighting here, and is now nsini 
every effort to be included in the expe­ 
dition to Porto Rico.” 
If the above dispatch is a cable from 
Siboney there is something wrong with 
the statements made at Washington, for 
the Eighth would not yesterday be mak­ 
ing efforts to be taken to Porto Rico. 
Instead the command would be on ship 
board 
patiently waiting for orders 
to move. 
As General Miles started 
for Porto Rico yesterday the Eighth 
is with him and the remainder of the 
brigade, or it is not; and the “dispatch” 
quoted above came on the same mail 
which brought letters from Company E 
to Liverpool yesterday, or some one has 
made a mistake. 
The Oanton Repository yesterday re­ 
ceived a dispatch from Adjutant Kuhns, 
of the Eighth, which contained the 
word8 “all well” and that is all. Mrs. 
McKinley also wired Mrs. M. C. Barber, 
of Oanton, as follows: 
“From advices received health of 
Eighth Ohio is good. No foyer.” 
From all these reports it can be seen 
that while everybody seems todhink the 
Eighth is physically all right no one 
knows its exact location. 
A special from Akron says: 
“A cablegram received in Akron to­ 
day from a member of the Eighth regi­ 
ment contained the information that 
the regiment woald certainly be included 
m the Porto Rioo expedition. 
The 
Eighth was originally designated as one 
of the regiments to go on this expedi­ 
tion, but when additional troops were 
needed at Santiago, the orgaization, be­ 
ing one of the best equipped in the serv­ 
ice, was sent there, arriving too late, 
however, to participate in the fighting.

It is expected 
that General Mixes will wait at some 
appointed spot on the route for the ex­ 
peditious from Tampa, Newport News 
and New York to fall into his colnmn. 
These expeditions are already under 
way, some of them with two or three 
days’ start of General Miles, so that the 
delay should not be very great. 
After 
ail the difficulty about the naval con­ 
voy, and the first conclusion of the 
naval authorities thut uoue was neces­ 
sary, the strength of that now fur­ 
nished is surprising. 
There is a battleship of the first-class, 
the Massachusetts, an effective pro­ 
tected cruiser, the Cincinnati, a speedy 
and well-armed gunboat, the Annapolis, 
and three vessels of the auxiliary navy, 
which have already proved by their 
performance in Cuban waters that they 
are fully equal to the ordinary gunboat 
m offensive power. 
These are the 
Gloucester, which distinguished herself 
in the destruction of Cervera’s squad­ 
ron, the Wasp, which has attained an 
enviable notoriety as a disturber of 
Spanish blockhouses, aud the Leyden, 
which for a time was the sole represen­ 
tative of United States power in Ha­ 
vana harbor. 
Secretary Alger believes that Genera I 
Miles, on tho Yale, will arrive at his 
destination Sunday morning with 8,000 
men under his immediate command. A 
day later will oome 4,000 men on trans­ 
ports and the day following that 8,500 
more.

Long said last night that the prepara­ 
tions for dispatching the Watso* squad­ 
ron to European waters were going on 
uninterruptedly, but that the departure 
necessarily would await the movement 
of the warships at Porto Rico, the Mas­ 
sachusetts and other ships expected to 
be stmt with Watson being required tor 
convoying the troops to Porto Rico. 
This disposed of a report circulated 
during the day that the expedition had 
been abandoned. 
It was felt that the 
report was the more mischievous at this 
time as it indicated a purpose to yield 
to the implied threats from European 
sources that a European coalition would 
result if the American warships at­ 
tacked the coast of Spain. Neither the 
state nor navy departments look for 
any embarrassment from 
European 
quarters outside of Spain, as a result of 
tile naval movement against the penin­ 
sula. 
During yesterday orders were 
sent to Norfolk to hurry forward work 
on the colliers which are to accompany 
the Watson expedition. 
Had the army troopships been able to 
go to Porto Rico without a naval con­ 
voy, the Watson squadron could have 
got away within the next few days, as 
the war board had wished to close all 
preliminaries by tomorrow. 
Secretary Long expressly says, how­ 
ever, that the delay of the Watson 
squadron is incident to convoying of 
the troops to Porto Rico aud does not 
mean that the start will be postponed 
until the Porto Rico operations are con­ 
cluded. 
The report from Barcelona that the 
people were so fearful of the approach 
of the Watson squadron that they were 
urging France to establish a protector­ 
ate over all the Catalonia district, in­ 
cluding Barcelona, was dismissed by 
officials aud by members of the diplo­ 
matic corps beat informed on the affairs 
of France as fantastic speculation, quite 
unwarranted by any actual movement 
now on foot. It is said to be thoroughly 
well established that France is not lend­ 
ing a helping hand to Spain in any of 
her afflictions.

HISTORY 
W ILL DECIDE. 
Certain of the correspondents sta­ 
tioned at Santiago are making mnch of 
what they please to style inefficiency on 
the part of a number of officers of the 
army. 
Whether there is ground for 
this severe criticism remains to be seen. 
The country1 has heard bat one side of 
the story. There certainly is another. 
Perhaps it will show a different condi­ 
tion, but there may be such a wide dif­ 
ference that the people cannot decide. 
Then we must wait for the verdict of 
history. That will clear the atmosphere 
of doubt, provided historians consider 
the matter of sufficient importance to 
give it notice. 


ENGLISH 
SENTIM ENT. 
The Bugfish press cannot say too 
much tar their American cousins, and 
in almost every issue the army and 
navy, from President MoKmley to the 
last enlisted man, is praised for the 
splendid showing already made. 8uch 
news is cheering news. Coming as it 
does from a nation whose friendship 
for the United States has never been 
marked, the influence is not lost on this 
side. England may have an axe to 
grind, and her statesmen in desiring this 
oountrv as an ally show that they 
recognise the power of the Repnblic. 
What will pome of this friendship it is 
yet too early to predict, bat it cannot be 
doubted that the influence of oar friends 
across the 
water has kept Germany 
from interfering and plainly told France 
the position she most occupy. We have 
been the first to derive benefit from the 
new condition. 


TH E STRONG HAND. 
A few weeks ago, when supplies for 
the army were rotting on the side­ 
tracks at Tampa, and so much con* 
fasion reigned that no man knew where 
to turn, President McKinley ordered 
that certain things be done, aud as the 
world knows his orders were carried 
out to the letter and confusion ended. 
The army and navy saw another ex­ 
hibition of his power this week. Gen­ 
eral Miles had been ordered to move on 
Porto Rico, and with the energy he has 
recently displayed he prepared for the 
voyage. Admiral Sampson, however, 
was not so prompt, or perhaps he failed 
to understand the order. At any rate, 
General Miles did not leave Santiago. 
Then came President McKinley, and 
doubtless his words caused no little 
commotion at Santiago. 
His words 
were few. the report says, but they were 
to the point. They could not be mis­ 
understood. Therefore It is but reason­ 
able to suppose that Admiral Sampson, 
or whoever was responsible, has already 
remedied the defect and taken steps that 
will prevent further delay. It is but an­ 
other instance that President McKinley 
possesses that firmness of 
character 
whioh is just now needed in public af­ 
fairs.

The friends of Captain Hill and hie 
company are wondering whether they 
on board the Yale steaming toward 
Porto Rico or whether they are still in 
the hills above Santiago. 
On the strength of the report pub­ 
lished in the New York Journal the 
News R e v i e w stated that the Eighth 
with the other two regiment of the 
Second brigade were going to Porto 
Rico as apart of the attacking army. 
Special dispatches from 
Washington 
made the same statement, and today 
they are repeated, all saying the Eighth 
lg bound for Porto Rioo. 
J A. Mackay**, the correspondent of 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, who is with the 
Eighth Ohio wherever it maybe, has 
*ent the following to his paper under 
date of Siboney, July 21. 
••The officers and men of the Eighth 
Ohio regiment (McKinley’s Own) are 
much worried because they are unable 
to communicate with their friends at 
home. No mail is allowed to leave here, 
because of the fear that it might be the 
means of carrying fever germs. 
The 
health of the regiment is good, there 
not being a single case of serious illness. 
The Eighth arrived just too late for the 
land fighting here, and is now using 
every effort to be included in the expe­ 
dition to Porto Rico.” 
If the above dispatch is a cable from 
Siboney there is something wrong with 
the statements made at Washington, for 
the Eighth would not yesterday be mak­ 
ing efforts to be taken to Porto Rico. 
Instead the command would be on ship 
board 
patiently waiting for orders 
to move. 
As General Miles started 
for Porto Rico yesterday the Eighth 
is with him and the remainder of the 
brigade, or it is n ot; and the “dispatch” 
quoted above came on the same mail 
which brought letters from Company E 
to Liverpool yesterday, or some one has 
made a mistake. 
The Canton Repository yesterdav re­ 
ceived a dispatch from Adjutant Kuhns, 
of the Eighth, which contained the 
words “all well” and that is all. 
Mrs. 
McKinley also wired Mrs. M. C. Barbar, 
of Canton, as follows: 
“Prom advices received health of 
Eighth Ohio is good. 
No fever.” 
From all these reports it can be seen 
that while everybody seems to think the 
Eighth is physically all right no one 
knows its exact location. 
A special from Akron says: 
“A cablegram received in Akron to­ 
day from a member of the Eighth regi­ 
ment contained the information that 
the regiment would certainly be included 
in the Porto Rioo expedition. 
The 
Eighth was originally designated as one 
of the regiments to go on this expedi­ 
tion, but when additional troops were 
needed at Santiago, the orgaization, be­ 
ing one of the best equipped in the serv­ 
ice, was sent there, arriving too late, 
however, to participate in the fighting. 
The cablegram also contained the cheer­ 
ing information that there was no yellow 
fever in the regiment.”

Its 
streets 
are 
very 
carrow, not

wider than the 
alleys of Liverpool. The houses are not 
ventilated like those of this country, 
and have no doors. 
The heat as a rule 
is 90 degrees a n d during the day people do 
very little work. They sleep in the 
morning, get up at l l , eat a luncheon 
and take a siesta. 
In the evening all 
t-hops are open, and much work is done. 
The w om en sit on tops of houses and 
plazas in the evening and in this manner 
enjoy life. It is nothing to see girls and 
women sm oke in Santiago. The streets 
are not sewered, and the place is gen­ 
erally very unhealthy. The dead of the 
town are taken to the bay and when 
the tide com es in the sharks get the 
bodies. 
T h a t is the end of the poor 
Cuban or Spaniard of Santiago. 
••I am g la d to learn the United States 
is going to take Porto Rico. This island 
is the best and most beautiful in the 
entire West Indies. Much can be said of 
its scenery and people. At the entrance 
of San Juan is the Morro which I in­ 
terpret, high land. There are many 
M ottos in the Spanish possessions. The 
Morro is the gateway to the town. It 
was built many years ago, and is no 
hindrance to the American forces what- 
eyer. Its walls are almost greasy, and 
are cru m b lin g . 
The harbor is a beauti­ 
ful sight, and is frequented by many 
daring the day because of its coolness. 
There is a street leading from the harbor 
to the hills far away which represents 
Broadway of this city. This is the main 
street of the place and all the houses on 
it are painted white. The walks are 
shaded with cocoanut, banana and 
palmetto trees. There is one ice plant 
tm the island owned and run by Ameri­ 
cana. Ice sells for one cent a pound 
The output is large. Many oonvents are 
on the island and but one Protestant 
congregation is known. 
Lottery tickets 
are bought like cigars.
